His careless use of a simile 
se contradictory to his instincts led me to 
reflect how often we employ such ready-made 
cxpressions without a thought of their appro- 
priateness—or the reverse. The expression

We speak of something “ going like hot 
cakes,” but the only hot cakes most of us 
would remember “ going ” were those left in 
charge of King Alfred, and they went west. 
“Thin as a rak>’’ is another comparison open 
to criticism. Are we to infer that in the 
history of debauchery there have been no 
corpuÍsat rakes? Most of these clichés took 
their origin in times long past. Some are as 
applicable now as on the day when they were 
coined; others should have been thrown on 
the scrap-heap with the disappearance of their 
background. Curiously enough those which 
best suit our times include some of the oldest. 


“ FULL OF BEANS ” 


When we say, for instance, that so-and-so 
“knows how many beans make five,” it is 
unlikely that we think beyond the modern 
ballot-box. But the ancient Greeks and 
Romans used beans for voting, and they, 
like ourselves, employed black ones in token 
of rejection. The ancients knew as well as 
we do, moreover, the bean’s nutritive and 
body-warming qualities. It would have been 
true literally, as well as figuratively, to say 
that the cohorts of Imperial Rome. marched 
into battle “full of beans.” Many have 
been the changes in the arts of war since 
their day, but, despite the coming of the 
tank and poison gas, the yeputation of the 
bean—the earliest form of iron ration—stands 
unaltered. Every ex-Service man can testify 
to the part played by pork and baked beans 
in the Great War. 

It is as permissible to-day as eyer it was 
to use descriptions like “ handsome as paint 
—fresh paint always is, and always will be, 
handsome—“ dull as ditchwater,”’ or “lively 
as a cricket.’’ Surely, however, our language 
needs revision when it comes to phrases like 
“drunk as a lord” or “swearing like a 
trooper.”” And nobody who experienced the 
recent cold spell will ever again, I am sure, 
use the expression “mild as May,” except 
in jest.

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Summer Flavours for Winter, 


PRESERVING 
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AND PICKLING 


ULY is the time to set about preserving 
the good things in the garden for your 
enjoyment in winter, and now is the 
moment to make a list of all the things you 
can preserve, ~ et 


Nearly everyone, of course, makes jam, 


but that by no means exhausts the | ods 
of preserving fruits and s bles, and 
in olden days no house with any preten- 


sions to good cooking lacked a still-room, 
where the lady of the: house ‘made her 
liqueurs, essences, chutneys and pickles, 
stored her dried herbs and jars of 
delicacies. . 

Even if your garden is very small or 
non-existent, it well repays the economical 
and imaginative housewife to buy many 
kinds of fruit when in season and preserve: 
them by the simple process of bottling. 


THE FIRST EXPENSE 


The preliminary outlay of a pound or 
two on bottles is not a thing to hesitate 
oever—you then have the jars for good, 
and the only expense next season will be 
the renewal of rubber rings for the lids. 
If you don’t want to invest in a special 
bottling pan the ordinary preserving pan 
will do quite well. 

Greea gooseberries may be bottled at 
once, Top and tail the berries, make sure 
they are clean by placing them in a 
collander and running cold water over 
them. Then pack them into the bottles, 
fill up with cold water, put on the rubber 
rings, glass tops, and screw bands. 

Screw the bands tightly, then unscrew 
by a half-turn to allow the escape of 
steam. Now place the bottles in the pre- 
serving pan with two or three folds of 
stout paper under each to prevent crack- 
ing, fill the pan with cold water till the 
bottles are covered to the neck. 

Then Pace the pan on the fire or stove 
and bring it to the boil. Allow it to boil 
for five minutes before removing the 
bottles. Take out the bottles one by one, 
test each lid for firmnéss, and then screw 
down tightly. 


REMEMBER 
Points to remember are that the bottles 
must be filled to overflowing with cold 
water, and that, if some of the glass lids 
have not sealed, they must be treated 
again in exactly the same way. 
Gooseberries can also be preserved as 
gooseberry fool by the same method. Of 
course, the cream is not added to the 
pulp. This saves in the number of bottles 
required, i 
Other frmits easily bottled, in just the 
same way, are loganberries, raspberries, 
mulberries and pears. The pears, how- 
ever, must be peeled and cored, and it will 
save bottles if they are halved or 
quartered, . 
Directly the pears are prepared they 
should be placed in a basin of cold water, 
with a few drops of lemon juice added, in 
order to preserve a good colour. 


PICKLING 


Pickling, too, is a simple method of 
reserving vegetables. To pickle cauli- 
ower, break the vegetable into sprigs of 
fairly even size; spread the sprigs on a 
flat dish, and strew them with a good 
handful of fine, dry salt, and cover with 
a second dish. Leave the cauliflower for 
twenty-four hours, then drain in a 
collander, and remove any moisture that 
remains by bus, Sh. gently with a dry | 
cloth. 

Then place the cauliflower in a wide- 
mouthed jar, pour over it cold spiced 
vinegar, and cork tightly. i 


TOMATOES 
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For pickling tomatoes choose ripe, sound

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fruit with unbroken skins. They should 
be small, not much bigger than large 
walnuts. Wipe the tomatoes, pack them 
lightly in jars, and pour over them enough 
boiling spiced vinegar to cover. 

A teaspoon of salt and half-a-teaspoon 
of sugar should be added to every pint of 
the vinegar. The jars, when filled, must 
be covered with a saucer or plate to keep 
the steam in; next day cork or tie down 
the jars. 


small silver onions.as fresh as possible. 
Soak them in salt and water for a 
few hours, then remove the peel till 
they look clear. Put them in a bottle 
with cold white wine vinegar, allowing a 
teaspoon and a half of white peppercorns, 
afid a couple of inches of stick ginger to 
each quart; a sprig of tarragon is a good 
addition, 

Tie down the jars; then, in three days, 
pour off and boil the vinegar, again pour 
it over the onions, and when cold cork 
the jars. 


KEEPS THEM CRISP 


All these pickles should be stored for 

five or six months before using, and a very 

tip is to put_a piece of horse radish 

in each jar to keep the vinegar from 

losing its strength. This also prevents 

-the pickles from losing their crispness 
and is a safeguard against mould. 

The great majority of herbs are ready 
for drying in July—parsley, mint, mar- 
joram, lemon-thyme, basil terragon and 
savoury, are all done at the same time 
and in the same simple way. Gather the 
herbs on a fine day when they are free 
from moisture. : 

Wash them carefully to free from grit, 
dry them in a cloth and then spread 
them on sheets of absorbent paper—old 
newspapers are best for the purpose, Then 
leave them to dry out as quickly as pos- 
sible in a shady place. If they are dried 
in the sun they lose colour, but a cool 
oven will do quite well; for the more 
quickly they dry the better for both 
appearance and flavour. | 

When dry the leaves should be chopped 
rapidly and packed tightly into well- 
corked bottles. Parsley ‘that is needed 
for garnishing, however, should be dried 
in bunches in securely tied bags hung 
from a nail in the kitchen. When dried 
the whole leaves are stored. in wide- 
mouthed bottles that can be made air- 
tight. When wanted the parsley should 
be soaked in cold water for a minute or 
two and shaken out before use. 


FRENCH BEANS 


If you have a good supply of French 
beans in the garden these can be freserv 


Gather the beans while they are young, 
and choose a fine day. 

Take an unglazed earthenware jar or 
casserole, and place on the bottom a thick 
layer of salt and then a layer of beans. 
Repeat the two layers till the jar is full, 
and end up with a layer of salt. Cover 
the jar with a clean cloth, then put on 
the lid, with a weight on top to ensure its 
being sir-tight. . ; 

When the beans are taken out for use 
they should be well washed and soaked for 
several hours in constant changes of water. 
In cooking a piece of butter and a squeeze 
of leman juice should be added, but no

Thomas, who had been re-established in 
his office, should do something definite 
and concrete and courageous to establish 
decent friendly relations between the two 
countries which had so much in common. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—Mr. Maxton has 
said that my policy was guided by the 
narrow majority Mr. de Valera had in his 
first Parliament. That is not true. Never 
once in my consideration of the Irish 
problem have I eonsidered the position of 
Mr. de Valera in relation to his political 
strength. The matter was one of funda- 
mental importance to the British Empire 
—namely, the repudiation of an agree- 
ment by one side. Will Mr. Maxton tell 
the House where the olive branches were 
of which he spoke? I have been waiting 
for them. 

Mr. Maxton said that he would not 
attempt to produce from his memory a 
whole series of statements, but there was 
the definite one which Mr. Thomas had 
quoted—the reference by Mr. de Valera 
about any foreign Power who might regard 
Ireland as a friend. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas—I have watched 
every statement made publicly or privately 
—there have been many made privately— 
and when he said there had been many 
olive branches I wanted to know whether 
I had missed anything. I know of no olive 
branches. The day the statement to which 
Mr. Maxton referred was delivered 1 
published my statement, and said I hoped 
it would lead to something further. I 
know of no olive branch of any sort or 
kind. 

Mr. Maxton—Mr. Thomas says there 
have been no olive branches, that he has 
not picked up, which is an admission that 
there have been olive branches. There 
were, Mr. Maxton added, the coal .and 
cattle agreement, and the offer of arbitra- 
tion on the annuities question. He was 
prepared to accept that Mr. Thomas had 
neglected none of the opportunities, but he 
had produced no results. Here, said Mr.

The British view is that the French are 
unnecessarily suspicious about the agree- 
ment, and have read into it menaces for 
themselves which are not really inherent 
in the pact. The agreement is a good one 
not only for Britain, but also for France, 
sums up the British view. 

In the conversations which have been 
proceeding between the British and 
German delegations in London it became 
plain that the Germans intended to build 
such a fleet as would be represented by 
the now agreed ratio of thirty-five to a 
hundred whether the British agreed to it 
or not. 

The agreement controls future German 
naval building, and gives Great Britain a 
definite assurance that Germany will not 
go beyond a certain point. 


IN THE COMMONS 

In the House of Commons yesterday Mr. 
Edward Williams (Lab.) asked the Prime 
Minister whether the Anglo-German naval 
construction agreement, which fixed 
German naval strength at 35 per cent. of 
the British Navy, was an indication of the 
Government's intention to arrange 
bilateral agreements with other States on 
the regulation of armaments. 
Mr. Baldwin said that as stated in ths 
first paragraph of the Note which the 
Foreign Secretary addressed to Herr von 
Ribbentrop on June 18 the primary pur- 
pose of the conversations with the repre- 
sentatives of the German Government was 
to prepare the way for the holding of a 
general conference on the subject of the 
limitation of naval agreements. The agree- 
ment that had been reached furnished a 
fixed point of departure for further dis- 
cussions with other Powers, and did not 
alter the final object of the discussions— 
namely, the ultimate conclusion of a 
general naval treaty. : 
Mr. David Grenfell (Labour) asked if 
it was not a fact that Germany had 
reserved the right to vary the proportion 
in the event of increased naval armaments 
by other Powers. 
Mr. Baldwin—No. 1-do not think you 
have got that quite right.

WELCOME SCENE AT . 
BRIGHTON 


Twenty-nine German ex-prisoners of war 
arrived at Brighton last night to pay the 
first official visit of any body of German 
ex-soldiers to this country since the war. 
They were given a remarkable welcome by 
their ex-enemies. Hundreds of former 
British soldiers, many wounded, waited at 
the station to greet their late enemies 
with cheers and hearty hand clasps. 

The Germans are members of the 
Westphalian branch of the German War 
Prisoners’. Association, and they have 
come to Brighton and rlove at the in- 
vitation of the local branches of the 
British Legion to pay a pilgrimage to 
Brighton cemetery, where a number of 
their comrades are buried. 

There were extraordinary scenes at 
Brighton Station when the Germans, who 
had been travelling from the Ruhr for over 
28 hours, and who were three-quarters of 
an hour late, arrived. 
The Mayor and Mayoress of Brighton— 
-Alderman and Mrs. S. Gibson— 
together with officers and members of the 
Brighton and Hove branches of the British 
Legion, were waiting to welcome them 
officially. Their real welcome, however, 
came from a far wider gathering. On the 
platform were British soldiers who had 
been prisoners in Germany, soldiers who 
had been wounded and maimed in the war, 
their wives and their children, and the 
widows of British soldiers killed in the 
war. 

The Germans, who wore the blue 
uniform of their Association, with red 
and black Nazi swastika armlets, gave the 
Nazi salute as they stepped from the train 
and were hailed with cries of “ Welcome, 
brother *’ from their former enemies. 
While the crowds cheered, the Germans, 
with their chests decorated with iron | 
crosses, marched side by side through the 
town with the Legionaries, who “Wile 
their decorations and medals, German 
standards were held aloft beside the flags 
of the British Legion. '

HE Dairy Produce (Stabilisation of 
Prices) Act was the subject of a 
broadcast by Dr. James Ryan, Minister 
for Agriculture, from the Dublin studio 
of 2RN last night. 
| He prefaced his talk by explaining the 
situation which had led the Government, 
on assuming office, to pass‘ the 1932 Act, 
which aimed at giving producers a higher 
price at home than they could secure in 
export markets, this being achieved in the. 
case of creamery butter by collecting a 
levy on total output during the months 
April to November and utilising the pro- 
ceeds to pay bounty on exports. 


the 1932 Act was in operation they col- 
lected levies from creameries amounting to 
£2,270,000 ; they paid the same amount in 
bounties, and the increase in the home 
price resulting from these bounties and 
also, to a certain extent, from the subsidy 
paid out of State funds, which was higher 
than the British duty, secured for the 
creamery industry a sum amounting to 
approximately £2,382,000 in the three 
years, or an average annual sum of 
£794,000. They were able to maintain the 
net prices received by creameries at 119s. 
per cwt. during 1932 compared to a world 
price of 101s., gt 107s. during 1935 com- 
pared to 8ls., and at 103s. last season 
compared to 73s. 6d. 


THE CHEESE INDUSTRY 


The provisions of the 1932 Act were also 
used to maintain ample supplies of, our 
own butter for consumption during the 
winter at a reasonable price and to build 
up a cheese industry to meet home re- 
quirements. In 1931 cheese imports 
amounted to 24,000 cwts., equivalent to 
2,700,000 gallons of milk. Last year the 
imports were reduced to a nominal figure 
of 655 cwts., consisting entirely of fancy 
cheeses not manufactured in this country, 
while 2,950 cwts. were exported. This 
would indicate an increased output of 
about 27,000 cwts. inside three years. 
“ We have thus established the manufac- 
ture of cheese once more in this country,” 
he said, “ and as the quality is now good 
and getting still better, the industry is 
likely to be permanent. Similarly we are 
extending as far as possible the home 
market bu dried and powdered milk 
manufactured in this country, but this 
will take some time to reach its full 
development.” 

A Provisional Marketing Committee was 
recently appointed, said Dr. Ryan, to link 
up particular sellers here with particular 
buyers on the other side, each party enter- 
ing into a mutual arrangement to supply 
and to take regularly, whatever the state 
of the market, quantities specified before- 
hand. A trial of this system would pro- 
duce good results by creating confidence 
between buyers and sellers. 


POSITION OF FARM BUTTER 


‘The greater part of the 1955. Price 
Stabilisation Act is devoted to the 
creamery business owing to its importance 
in regard to our export trade and the 
variety of the products manufactured in 
creameries. There is, however, another 
class of business—the production of 
farmers’ butter—which the Act has been 
designed to assist, and which is just as 
important to the very ae number of 

ple engaged in it. ere possible, 
arm butter has: been dealt. with in the 
same way as creamery butter. There is, 
however, a material difference in favour of 
home butter-makers, in so far as the levy 
is not payable on farm butter consumed 
by the producers, whereas all creamery 
putter used in this country, including that 
consumed by the creamery suppliers in 
their own households, is subject to levy. 

“On and after the Appointed Day 
(which may not be for a month or so) a 
farmer (unless he holds an exemption 
licence, which may be granted {ff his total 
sales in any week do not exceed 101b.) who 
sells butter direct to a consumer must 
himself be registered, and must pay a levy 
on such sales, and will naturally include 
the levy in the price he charges for the 
butter. If, however, a farmer sells all his 
butter to a registered shopkeeper or 
butter factory, he need not be registered, 
and need not pay the levy on such sales. 
Similarly, a shopkeeper who buys any 
butter from an unregistered producer must 
be registered, but if he buys all his butter 
from a registered person he need not be 
registered. As regards the collection of 
the levy, liability for payment rests only 
on a registered person in respect of sales 
to an unregistered person.’’ 


KEEPING UP. PRICES 


Apart from the butter consumed here, 
said the Minister, it is necessary that the 
rice of the exportable surplus should be 
ept beyond world value, and that can 
sn be done by paying the bounty on 
export out of a levy fund. The present 
price of factory butter delivered in Liver- 
pool is 72s. per cwt. When freight, com- 
mission and blending costs are deducted 
the Irish exporter could not pay more 
than 6d. or 54d. per lb., which is the 
price that would obtain if farm butter 
were not dealt with under the Price 
Stabilisation Act. By including it in the 
Act we are enabled to pay a bounty at 
the rate of 25s. ag cwt. on exports, with 
the result that the current market prices 
are 84d. and 8d. per lb., representing a 
net gain to producers of 2d. or 24d. per 
1b., as there is no levy on exported butter. 


A FAIR TRIAL

LARGE NUMBER OF 
APPEALS

Section 10 prohibits the payment of Loth 
unemploym..it assistance and unemploy- 
ment benefit for the same period. Under 
the existing Acts a man entitled to un- 
employment insurance must exhaust it 
before he gets unemployment assistance. 
This results in irritating delays. 
proposes to allow the person to make a 
choice between insurance and assistance, 
but he cannot receive both. Administra- 
tive difficulties resulted from the arrange- 
ments under the existing Act, and claims 
were held up. 

Section 16 makes certain provisions 
where unemployment assistance is granted 
to a person in receipt of outdoor relief.

according to the defence brief, was that 
the child was killed when it was dropped 
from the kidnapper’s ladder, despite which 
Mr. David ilentz, the prosecuting 
counsel, in his summing up, espoused an 
entirely different theory—namely, that 
Hauptmann killed the child before re- 
moval from his crib. 

A recent opinion by the Court of Errors 
and Appeals granting the re-trial of a 
negro was cited in support of this con- 
tention. | 

Although the Court did not give a rúling 
on the point, in its decision, the Court 
observed that it was unfair to inject a new 
theory in a murder trial after the case 
had proceeded on a different theory,

(5) That Dr. “' Jafsie’’ Condon, 
who handed over the ransom money, 
did not testify truthfully and fairly, 
and that the testimony of other State 
witnesses was confused. 

The brief also attacked Judge Trenchard 
on the grounds that he “ impaired a free 
verdict, and impressed upon the jury his 
conclusions as to evidence.” 

The brief also attacked the Lindberghs’ 
identification of Hauptmann’s voice, and 
also the evidence of a wood expert, Mr. 
Koehler, and an octogenarian, who. testi- 
fied that they saw Hauptmann near the 
Lindbergh estate. 

The State’s brief asked that the convic- 
tion should be upheld, because the evi- 
dence *‘ proved conclusively ” that. Haupt- 
mann was guilty of murder. 

The brief lightly dismissed the defence’s 
contention regarding the varying theories 
as to the cause of death, and maintained 
that the defence’s interpretations of Mr. 
| Wilentz’s summing-up remarks 
** unwarranted.’’ 

The arguments were completed, after 
which the Court announced that their de- 
cision was reserved. It is not expected 
that the Court will give its ruling Mhi 
September. |

GOVERNMENT RESIGNS

BELGRADE, Thursday. 

Yugoslavia has been plunged into a 
serious Cabinet crisis precipitated, it 1s 
believed, by the refusal of the Premier, 
M. Yevtitch, to take action against 
speakers who insulted the Croatian people 
during recent debates in the Skupshtina. 
The Ministers of War, Finance, Physical 
Education, Commerce, and Public Works 
respectively have, it ig understood, 
already resigned, and the resignation of 
the whole Cabinet is expected shortly. 
The present Cabinet took office last 
December. 
M. Yevtitch, the Yugoslav Premier, 
later left for the Palace to hand in the 
resignation of his Government. 
A telegram received this morning says 
that M. Yevtitch, the Yugoslav Premier, 
last night handed in the resignation of his 
entire Cabinet. 
At the same time M. Yevtitch has in- 
formed M. Titulescu and Dr. Benese, 
Foreign Ministers of Rumania and 
Czechoslovakia respectively that the meet- 
ing of the Foreign Ministers of the Little 
Entente which has been fixed for Satur- 
day, must be postponed indefinitely owing 
to the internal crisis in Yugoslavia.

N the King's Bench, Belfast, to-day, before 
Mr. Justice Brown and a jury, John LL. 
Dobbs, horse dealer, Castle Grounds, 

Antrim road, Belfast sued the Provincial 
Bank of Ireland, Ltd., 8 Throgmorton avenue, 
London, to recover £10, damages for 
breach of contract to honour the plaintiff's 
cheques, for damages for negligence, and for 
damages for defamation. 

The plaintiff alleged that the defendants 
had dishonoured six cheques drawn by him 
when his bank book showed a credit of 
£72 15s. 2d. The cheques totalling less than 
this amount. 

Plaintiff agreed in his statement of claim 
that at the time he drew the cheques his 
account was without funds, but said that he 
was not aware of the fact, having been 
misled by the defendants’ erroneous entry in 
his pass book, in pencil, that he was in 
credit to the extent of £72 15s. 2d. He 
claimed that as a result of defendants’ action 
he had suffered loss and damage, and had 
been greatly injured in his trade, business 
and reputation. 


A CLERICAL ERROR 


The defendants pleaded that they did not 
admit making the credit entry of &72 15s. 2d., 
and if they made the memorandum, it was 
a mistake in the nature of a clerical error, 
which did. not, and could not, reasonably 
result in misleading the plaintiff, They 
further pleaded that the plaintiff was well 
aware at the time he drew the cheques that 
his account was not in credit with the bank, 
but ‘was substantially @verdrawm. Defendants 
also said that the plaintiff knew that tne 
entry of £72.15s. 2d. was an erroneous addi- 
tion of the sum of £53 15s, 2d. which the 
plaintiff then owed the bank, and was being 
called upon to ‘pay,.and the sum of. £19 
which the plaintiff. dodged with the defend- 
auts for the purpose,of meeting five specified 
cheques which he dréw. They denied breach 
of contract and negligence, or that plaintiff 
had suffered any Joss, Sa 

Plaintiff, who said that he formerly lived 
at Abbeyleix, Irish Free State, gave detailed 
evidence of his banking transactions. In 
March, he said, he gent £19 to the bank, 
and asked that his pass-heok should be made 
up. He sent a letter to the bank asking them 
to cover cheques with the £19, and offering 
to pay £10 a month off his overdraft. When 
witness got the bank book back he found a 
credit of £72 15s. 2d. At that time he was 
expecting a lodgment of £72 10s, from a 
client in England, Mr. Snowden, of Havro- 
gate, for the ice of a mare. Witness 
crossed to England that night, and there 
drew the cheques, which were dishonoured, 
including one drawn before he left Belfast 
for £17 expenses. 7 

Witness said that he suffered in every wav. 
“The losses are unending,” he added. “I 
am not a rich man, and I was beginning to 
get on my feet.” He expected, he said, to 
make £20 a week from the sale of horses. 


LIVED IN FREE STATE 


Witness. answering Mr. E. Warnock, K.C., 
for defendants, said that the bank wrote to 
him that they conid not honour the cheques 
becanse of an overdraft of £52 odd. hat 
overdraft was still due. He admitted re- 
ceiving letters from the bank calling on him 
to clear the overdraft. Counsel took witness 
through. correspondence which disclosed that 
there was an overdraft when thé pleintiff 
wes in the Free State, and that the bank had 
threatened proceedings.

With-the addition of the deficit carried

for 1934 by 1,348,000,000 marks, The 
additional expenditure includes a sum of

MUTINY IN A PRISON 
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SEVERAL DEAD AND

PARIS, Thursday. 

A formal announcement that all con- 
scripts, who would normally have been 
released last April and who were kept 
with the colours as an_ exceptional 
measure, Would be disbanded on July 6 
was made by M. Fabry, Minister of War, 
in the Senate to-day. . 

M. Fabry also confirmed that recruits 
who joined the-colours in April will serve 
for eighteen months, while those who. are 
due to join in October and all subsequent 
contingents incorporated up to 1939, in- 
clusive, will do two years’ service in order 
to tide over the lean years, unless there 
occurs ‘‘a favourable evolution of negotia- 
tions regarding the organisation of 
security und the limitation .of arma- 
ments.”’ 

The Government, added M, Fabry, once 
more declares France’s desire for peace; 
for she is only keeping. with the colours 
“ the effectives strictly necessary for her 
security, ' 

In the Chamber M. Laval, the Prime 
Minister, made a similar declaration, to 
which »M,. Riviere, a Socialist deputy, 
replied by reading a declaration from his 
party protesting against the extension of 
the service as being not justified by the 
circumstances. | 

Replying, M. Laval said: ‘‘The Chamber 
knows the insufficiency of our effectives 
during the Jean years. It knows the 
dangers of the international situation. 
These measures are taken to defend peace 
until collective organisation of security 
has been achieved. More daring measures 
have been taken by the countries from 
which some members of this Chamber take 
their instructions.” | 

The Communist, Thored, immediately 
rose in protest against this reference to 
the Bolsheviks. The incident was closed, 
however, by M. Laval, who remarked: ‘It 
is a tribute to Soviet Russia.’’
